An Extra ft of a Letter from the Reverend and learned 
Dr. John Wallis 3 to the Publisher Dr. Robert 
Plot; concerning two very large Stone Chimney- 
pieces : with a peculiarfort of Arch-work thereon. 


H Aving been lately at Edgecot in Northamptonjhire , 
at the houfe of Tobias Cbancey Efq; he fhewed me 
in an ancient Kitchin (now difuled ) two Chimney's, 
vattly large , of Stone-work. Which I took the more 
notice of, becaufc of a peculiar way of Arch-work in tho 
Front of them; whereby, without the advantage of a Dif- 
charger of Timber ( which is ufual, in fuch cafes, to de¬ 
fend the Arch-work from being over burdened ,) an 
Arch of maffy Stone fin each of them,) fuftains it feif, 
at a great length, though ahnott upon a fiat, (being 
very little railed in the middle.) Which, becaufe it Teem¬ 
ed to me fomewhat extraordinary, I cauled a draught, 
of one of them, tobedefigned; as m the paper here ad¬ 
joined. In which, the lower Arch-work (very little 
railed from a fiat) is made of great Stones, fo locked 
into one another, as appears in the Figure: that there 
might be the lefs danger of any one dropping out ( or 
being forced down) to the deftrudtion of the whole. 
Over which ( after forne walling interpoled) there is 

another 
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another Arch (to defend the former} more raifcd from 
the flat (than was the former ) made of leflfer Stones, and 
with lfraight joints ; ( not locked as the former. ) Over 
all which, the walling was continued upwards (in an or¬ 
dinary way of walling,) forming ( with the Back ) two 
vaft Tunnels of Stone; and, between them ( over the 
middle of the Chimney ) a great Window. The Dimen- 
fions of all, I have thought fit here to fubjoin. 

AB. The Breadth between the Jambs, from infide 
to infide, 18 Toot. 

CD. The Depth of the Stones in the Lower Arch, 22 
Inches. Locked one into another, with a crooked 
Joint, as in the Figure. 

The number of them, as is there to be leen. 

DE. the Diftance, in walling, between the Arches, 
2 Foot and 7 Inches. 

EF. The Depth of the Stones for the Upper Arch, iy 
Inches: with a (freight Joint. 

GH. The place of the two Tunnels. 

K. A window between them. 

Thg other Chimney over againlfit, on the oppolitc 
fide of the fame Kitchin, was much after the fame man¬ 
ner,- but ( as I remember ) fomewhat lefs; and with lomc 
difference in the Mafonry.
